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THE  CHURCH  IS  .  .  . 

The  Church  is  ".  .  .  no  dead  pile  of  stones  and  unmeaning  timber  .  .  .,"  but 
".  .  .  the  beatings  of  human  hearts  .  .  .  the  nameless  music  of  men's  souls  .  .  .  the 
work  of  no  ordinary  builder!" 

Within  these  pages  is  the  passing  in  review  of  a  century  of  honorable  service 
to  God  and  man.  It  is  presented  in  appreciation  for  the  past  and  in  "the  assur- 
ance of  things  hoped  for,  the  conviction  of  things  not  seen."  (Hebrews  11:1  RSV) 


HISTORICAL  SKETCH 

k  It  was  in  a  conference  on  September  22,  1849,  that  Eaton's  Baptist  Church 
authorized  its  pastor  "in  ooiinjection  with-^BMers-Thomas  Millfir_and.B.,.ij..,_,Qbr^an 
to  open  the  church  doors  in  the  town  of  Mocksville  for  the  reception  of  members." 
This  meeting  was  probably  held  in  the  Davie  County  courthouse;1  but  there  is  no 
record  of  any  members  having  been  received  nor  of  any  other  efforts  to  establish 
a  Baptist  Church  in  Mocksville  until  nearly  fifteen  years  later.) 

In  February,  1864,  Fork  Church  granted  letters  of  dismission  to  five  mem- 
bers: "Ben  Rush  Eaton  and  wife  Mary  Jane,  William  H.  Wyatt  and  wife  Mar- 
garet, and  Mary  Martin  to  join  in  organizing  a  church  in  Mocksville."  j 

A  presbytery,  composed  of  Elders  Moses  Baldwin  and  William  Brunt,  met  in 
Mocksville  on  the  first  Sunday  in  April,  1864;  and  after  a  sermon  by  Elder  Brunt, 
proceeded  to  organize  the  church  by  calling  for,  and  reading,  the  letters  of  those 
desiring  to  unite  with  it.  In  addition  to  the  five  members  from  Fork,  letters  were 
presented  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  James  F.  Martin  from  Yanceyville,  Ada  B.  Deaver  from 
Bear  Creek,  Irene  Garner  from  Cross  Roads,  and  Elizabeth  T.  (Mrs.  Calvin)  Rich 
from  Union  Hill. 


The  Rev.  Moses  Baldwin  was  selected  as  pastor  and  served  from  the  first 
Sunday  in  May,  1864,  to  the  first  Sunday  in  September,  1867.  During  his  pas- 
torate preaching  services  were  held  regularly  (unless  prevented  "by  providence 
or  otherwise")  once  a  month  and  nine  members  were  added  to  the  roll. 


For  the  next  four  years  the  congregation  had  no  pastor.  During  the  sum- 
mer of  1868,  F.  M.  Jordan,  State  Evangelist,  preached  occasionally,  and  Elder  J. 
B.  Marsh  supplied  in  the  summer  of  1869,  as  a  missionary  from  Eaton's  Church. 
On  May  28,  1870,  Elder  Marsh  baptized  Miss  M.  C.  Parker,  Miss  A.  L.  Rich  and 
Thomas  W.  Rich  "to  Eaton's."    They  then  joined  the  Mocksville  church  by  letters. 

Elder  W.  R.  Gwaltney,  who  had  recently  been  called  as  pastor  of  the  Jeru- 
salem church  for  preaching  once  a  month,  accepted  the  pastorate  of  the  Mocks- 
ville church  in  February,  1872.  Services  were  held  on  the  fourth  Sunday  in  each 
month,  weekly  prayer  meetings  were  conducted,  and  a  Sunday  School  organized 
in  the  courthouse  which  "continued  summer  and  winter." 


A  Church  House  is  Built 

A  small  congregation  was  encouraged  to  build  a  meeting  house,  and^in  1873, 
a  one  acre  lot  on  the  west  side  of  Huntsville  road  (North  Main  Street)  was 
bought  from  John  H.  Clement  for  $50.00.  The  deed  made  out  to  "E.  L.  Parker, 
Trustee,  and  others,"  was  dated  April  30,  1873. 

A  small,  one-roomed,  frame  house  was  built.  It  was  lighted  by  kerosene 
lamps  in  wall  brackets,  heated  by  a  wood-burning  stove,  had  white  painted  walls 
and  ceilings,  walnut  stained  woodwork,  and  was  simply  furnished.  A  reed  organ 
was  purchased,  and  Mrs.  James  F.  Martin  gave  a  horse-hair  upholstered  sofa  and 
table  for  the  pulpit.  "Benches"  were  arranged  in  the  two  "amen  corners"  and 
in  three  rows  down  the  church  with  an  isle  on  each  side  of  the  middle  row. 


The  Congregation  at  Work 

By  "1875  the  church  was  ready  for  occupancy."  In  July,  F.  M.  Jordan  held  a 
"protracted  meeting"  and  several  members  were  received  by  letters  and  baptisms, 
including  a  number  who  were  active  in  church  affairs  for  the  next  25  years. 

In  December,  1875,  a  committee  was  appointed  "to  draft  a  constitution  and 
principles  for  the  government  of  our  body."  The  constitution  was  presented  and 
adopted  at  the  January,  1876,  conference.  A  call  for  a  revision  in  1922  was  for- 
gotten, or  at  least  never  reported  as  accomplished.  ( A  new  constitution  was  adopt- 
ed in  1956.) 

William  R.  Gwaltney's  resignation,  offered  in  December,  1876,  was  accepted; 
and  on  April  5,  1877,  a  call  was  extended  to  Elder  S.  F.  Conrad  and  letters  of  dis- 
mission granted  to  "Brother  W.  R.  Gwaltney  and  Sister  Amelia  Gwaltnev." 


In  June,  1877,  S.  F.  Conrad  was  on  the  field  of  Mocksville  and  Jerusalem,  each 
church  paying  for  half  time.  At  the  last  conference  of  that  year,  he  read  an  an- 
nual report  which  was  included  in  the  church  minutes. 

In  his  report  on  associational  work,  he  said  the  association  had  kept  in  the 
field  a  missionary,  J.  B.  Boone,  at  Statesville  and  Salisbury.  The  report  con- 
cluded with  some  "practical  suggestions"  to  the  church. 

1.  That  we  endeaver  to  increase  our  contributions  this  coming  year. 

2.  That  we  have  a  more  general  attendance  upon  our  conference. 

3.  That  more  interest  be  taken  in  prayer  meetings. 

4.  That,  at  our  meetings  for  divine  service,  each  member  seek  to  bring 
others  with  him. 

5.  That  each  member  procure  and  circulate,  as  far  as  possible,  re- 
ligious tracts. 

In  November,  1877,  a  standing  committee  was  appointed  "to  solicit  contribu- 
tions for  mission  work  at  "Turrentine,  Chaplain's  Grove  and  Jericho." 


Church  Conferences 

Conference  was  held  monthly,  on  Saturday  before  preaching  Sunday,  until 
1904.  The  first  order  of  business,  after  reading  of  the  minutes  and  roll  call,  was 
the  asking  for  excuses  from  absentees  of  previous  meetings. 

One  statement  in  the  minutes  of  February,  1878,  indicates  that  the  question 
of  admitting  Negro  members  had  arisen,  for  at  that  conference  it  was  voted  "to 
leave  to  our  pastor  the  opening  of  the  church  for  the  colored  people." 

Long  continued  non-attendance  of  a  member  gave  great  concern,  and  for  the 
next  30  years  such  individuals  were  referred  to  the  "Spiritual  Committee"  for  in- 
vestigation, counseling,  and  recommendations  on  action  to  be  taken.  If  a  willing- 
ness to  cooperate  was  expressed  and  excuses  were  justifiable,  the  member  was 
forgiven;  but  if  he  were  stubborn  and  disinterested,  the  committee  recommended 
that  the  church  withdraw  fellowship.    Seldom  was  the  word  "excluded"  used. 

By  1890  the  moderators  seldom  called  for  excuses,  and  in  1896,  a  motion  was 
made  and  carried  that  excuses  not  be  called  for.  Annual  roll  call  continued  un- 
till  as  late  as  the  1930's.  The  conferences  also  dealt  with  many  who  were  de- 
linquent in  payment  of  their  "subscriptions,"  with  a  few  who  drank  to  excess,  or 
sold  liquor  and  those  who  "walked  unworthily,"  "led  inconsistent  lives,"  "showed 
contempt  of  the  church"  by  joining  other  denominations,  used  profanity  and 
"manifested  indifference  toward  the  church." 

At  practically  every  conference,  committees  were  appointed  to  collect  money 
for  foreign,  home,  state  and  associational  missions,  for  education,  pastor's  salary 
and  church  incidentals,  such  as  sexton's  salary,  the  minute  fund  and  repairs  to 
the  church. 

Reports  were  received  from  those  who  had  attended  the  Union  Meetings  and 
Sunday  School  institutes,  and  from  delegates  to  the  Associational  and  State 
Convention. 

Delegates  to  various  meetings  were  appointed.  Members  were  received  and 
dismissed.  At  the  January  conference,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  all 
church  officers  for  the  year,  except  Sunday  School  officers,  were  elected.  This 
custom  was  continued  until  1943  when  the  fiscal  year  was  changed  to  coincide 
with  the  associational  year. 

While  S.  F.  Conrad  was  pastor,  the  association  met  with  the  Mocksville 
church.  A  brush  arbor  was  built  on  the  church  grounds  and  committees  were  ap- 
pointed to  find  homes  for  the  delegates. 

Much  was  said  about  attempts  to  hold  monthly  prayer  meetings  and  improv- 
ing the  relationship  between  the  church  and  Sunday  School. 


In  May,  1880,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Conrad  offered  his  resignation  to  take  effect  the 
first  of  September.  In  April,  1881,  Mocksville  and  Jerusalem  called  Elder  Drury 
A.  Woodson,  of  Virginia,  as  pastor  of  the  field  at  a  salary  of  $500.00  per  year  for 
preaching  on  two  Sundays  a  month  at  each  church.  „ 

The  question  of  paying  rent  on  the  pastor's  home  was  first  mentioned  in 
the  April,  1881  conference.  Mrs.  M.  D.  Brown  was  married  at  the  house  of  the 
next  pastor,  J.  M.  C.  Luke,  and  remembers  that  it  was  located  on  Salisbury 
Street  between  Gaither  and  Depot  streets. 

During  the  pastorate  of  Elder  Woodson,  Mocksville  and  Jerusalem  decided  to 
build  a  parsonage  in  Mocksville.  A  building  committee  was  appointed  in  April, 
1882,  composed  of  the  pastor  and  two  members  from  each  church.  The  parsonage 
was  built  south  of  the  church  on  the  same  lot,  but  another  71/100  of  an  acre  was 
bought  from  John  H.  Clement  which  adjoined  the  original  purchase  at  the  back. 
The  price  paid  for  that  tract  was  $25.00  and  it  was  October,  1887,  before  the  last 
dollar  had  been  collected  and  a  deed  could  be  secured  and  recorded.  This  joint 
endeavor  lasted  until  1905  when  the  Mocksville  church  paid  Jerusalem  $175.00 
for  its  interests. 

The  Rev.  Drury  Woodson  resigned  in  May,  1883.  His  successor,  Elder  J. 
M.  C.  Luke,  came  to  the  field  of  Mocksville  and  Jerusalem  from  Elizabeth  City, 
under  the  same  arrangements  as  his  predecessors.  He  was  with  the  Jerusalem 
church  only  11  months.  Mocksville  refused  to  accept  his  resignation  at  that  time; 
but  after  a  few  more  stormy  months,  it  was  accepted,  and  the  Rev.  C.  E.  Gower 
was  called  to  a  field  made  up  of  Mocksville,  Jerusalem  and  Fork.  Mocksville  con- 
tinued to  pay  half-time  services. 

When  C.  E.  Gower  resigned,  Jerusalem  called  another  man  and  Mocksville 
and  Farmington  called  the  Rev.  C.  S.  Cashwell.  Mocksville  pledged  to  pay  $125.00 
per  year  for  one  Sunday  a  month.    The  next  year  Jerusalem  rejoined  this  field. 

When  Mr.  Cashwell  resigned  in  August,  1893,  the  committee  on  securing  an- 
other pastor  was  instructed  to  meet  with  committees  from  Jerusalem,  Eaton's 
and  Farmington  in  regard  to  the  matter. 


Children's  Home 

The  Baptist  Home  for  homeless  children,  established  at  Thomasville,  had 
great  appeal  for  Davie  County  Baptists,  who  gave  liberally  in  service,  cash,  food 
and  other  materials.  The  Mocksville  Church  accepted  this  as  another  mission  pro- 
ject and  appointed  a  committee  to  make  collections  in  money  and  send  for  the 
"Orphan  asylum"  in  Thomasville.  A  childless  couple  took  young  people  into 
their  home  and  reared  them  as  their  own  children. 

The  annual  "Orphanage  Picnic"  was  established  for  the  purpose  of  raising 
money  for  the  institution.  As  far  as  can  be  learned  from  the  minutes  of  Mocks- 
ville, Eaton's,  Jerusalem  and  Farmington  churches,  the  first  picnic  was  held  in 
July,  1891,  at  Mocksville. 

At  a  conference  on  Saturday  before  the  first  Sunday  in  July,  1891,  the  Mocks- 
ville Church  appointed  a  committee  "to  prepare  the  grounds  for  the  picnic  of  the 
Sunday  Schools  of  the  county  to  be  held  on  the  30th  day  of  July,  1891,  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  Thomasville  Orphanage."  Another  committee  was  appointed  to  find 
homes  for  the  children  and  a  speaker  for  the  picnic. 

Deeds  registered  in  Davie  County  show  that  a  three  acre  tract,  located 
in  Mocksville,  on  the  west  side  of  Huntsville  road,  was  bought  for  $275.00, 
from  A.  M.  Nail  and  wife  Ida.    Date  of  deed  is  May  3,  1891. 

An  arbor  and  tables  were  built  on  the  lot,  for  which  individuals  contri- 
buted lumber  and  work.  A  Baptist  lady,  writing  to  her  cousin  in  1892,  said 
in  part:  "The  Baptist  Sunday  School  Orphanage  Picnic  was  July  29.  $525.00 
were  raised  ...  No  entrance  fee  was  charged.  All  who  wanted,  went  under 
the  arbor,  which  will  seat  about  2000  with  large,  wide  aisles  for  chairs. 
Twenty-five  cents  was  charged  for  dinner  and  I  think  all  went  in  to  eat." 


In  1906  the  churches  of  the  field  decided  to  "concur  with  the  decision  of 
the  Orphanage  Trustees  to  move  the  Baptist  Orphanage  arbor"  to  Thomas- 
ville,  where  it  was  rebuilt  on  the  Orphanage  grounds.  The  land  was  sold  in 
July,  1907,  to  A.  T.  Grant,  Jr.,  who  paid  them  $960.00  for  it. 

Turn  of  the  Century 

During  the  pastorates  of  Dr.  J.  N.  Stallings  and  the  Rev.  S.  D.  Swaim, 
the  church  life  went  on  about  as  usual.  One  exception  was  that  in  1893  a  de- 
cision was  made  to  remodel  the  church  at  a  cost  of  $1,000.00  Brick  and  lum- 
ber were  ordered,  but  soon  the  building  committee  found  itself  out  of  funds, 
and  concluded  that  "owing  to  the  stringency  in  money  matters,"  it  could  not 
build.  The  materials  were  sold  to  pay  the  debts  incurred.  Otherwise  collect- 
ing committees  for  all  objects  were  appointed.  Church  discipline  was  still 
rather  rigid,  but  members  who  carried  the  loads  of  those  early  years  had 
moved  away,  died  or  were  retiring  from  active  participation  in  church  af- 
fairs. A  new  generation  of  younger  people  were  coming  into  the  membership, 
and  attitudes  toward  the  old  customs  and  habits  were  changing.  The  picnic 
still  met  each  July.  There  was  more  talk  about  building  a  new  church,  or  remodel- 
ing the  old  one.  A  committee  tried  to  collect  enough  money  to  buy  a  church  bell, 
and  the  sexton's  salary  rose  to  the  sum  of  $18.00  a  year. 

One  sexton  was  the  son  of  Dr.  J.  N.  Stallings  and  another  was  the  brother- 
in-law  of  Mr.  Swaim.  The  latter  was  Charles  Leonard  who  later  became  a 
Southern  Baptist  Missionary  to  Japan.  He  was  paid  $1.50  a  month  during  the 
winter  and  $1.00  per  month  for  summer  work. 

In  1900,  at  a  conference  on  Saturday  before  the  third  Sunday  in  July,  letters 
were  granted  to  five  members  to  "join  a  new  church  to  be  organized  at  Cornatzer." 
This  had  been  one  of  the  mission  points  at  which  pastors  on  the  field  had  labored 
as  missionaries  for  many  years. 

During  the  year  1904,  Dr.  R.  D.  Haymore  of  Mt.  Airy,  served  as  interim  pas- 
tor. Called  to  Davie  County  a  second  time,  C.  S.  Cashwell  began  his  work  in 
January,  1905.  Mocksville  Church  paid  him  $300.00  annually  for  two  Sundays  a 
month. 

Having  in  mind  the  building  of  a  new  church,  the  church  purchased  a  corner 
lot  on  the  east  side  of  the  street  from  Mrs.  Julia  Gowans  Lowrance  at  a  price  of 
$825.00.  When  the  building  plan  did  not  materialize,  another  decision  was  reached 
and  as  a  result  the  frame  church  was  moved  to  the  new  lot.  The  parsonage  was 
sold  to  Dr.  A.  Z.  Taylor.  Another  parsonage  was  built  on  the  old  church  site,  and 
served  as  the  pastor's  home  until  1962  when  it,  too,  was  sold  and  a  newer  house, 
located  at  539  Wilkesboro  Street,  was  obtained. 

During  the  pastorate  of  the  Rev.  Walter  E.  Wilson,  1910-1914,  main  emphasis 
was  given  to  training  Sunday  School  leadership.  His  successor,  interim  pastor 
D.  W.  Littleton,  1915,  is  remembered  as  a  "good  preacher." 


On  October  23,  1913,  nine  members  were  dismissed  to  join  a  church  at  Tur- 
rentine  School  House,  another  long-time  mission  point  of  the  other  churches. 
Again,  members  raised  the  question  of  building  a  new  church.  This  hope  gain- 
ed momentum  in  1916,  when  the  Rev.  Walter  H.  Dodd  came  to  the  church.  Un- 
der his  leadership  the  present  sanctuary  was  built.  Work  was  started  in  1917, 
and  to  create  some  interest,  each  child  was  asked  to  bring  an  old  brick.  The  chil- 
dren brought  in  a  surprising  number  of  bricks  and  their  parents  gave  enough 
money  to  complete  the  building  program  within  a  year. 

On  Sunday,  September  1,  1918,  the  newly  completed  church  was  dedicated. 
The  Rev.  Walter  N.  Johnson,  Secretary  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  preach- 
ed the  dedicatory  sermon  and  the  prayer  was  offered  by  the  pastor.  "All  the 
churches  of  the  city  suspended  their  own  services  and  worshiped  with  us  on  this 
auspicious  and  gladsome  occasion,"  wrote  the  clerk  in  the  minutes  of  that  day. 


Full  Time  Ministry 

Mr.  Dodd  soon  moved  on  to  other  fields,  and  Mocksville  called  its  first  full- 
time  pastor,  Lloyd  M.  Holloway,  on  August  20,  1919.  Two  years  later  he  resign- 
ed and  the  Rev.  W.  B.  Waff  was  called  at  a  salary  of  $1000.00.  He  accepted  and 
was  present  at  the  conference  in  January,  1921.  In  February  a  committee  was 
appointed  to  buy  a  silver,  individual  communion  set;  and  during  the  ten  years  Mr. 
Waff  was  pastor,  there  were  many  other  changes. 

Gradually  the  way  was  prepared  for  the  adoption  of  a  budget  system  of  giv- 
ing. The  Treasurer  began  to  set  goals  of  definite  amounts  toward  which  he  ask- 
ed the  church  to  work.  Contributions  to  all  church  related  objects  increased.  The 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  and  its  auxiliaries  became  very  active,  being  organ- 
ized in  the  1890's  The  church  roll  was  revised  by  removing  names  of  all  who 
had  "departed  from  the  faith"  by  joining  other  denominations. 

In  past  years,  several  members  had  been  refused  letters  until  all  pledges  had 
been  paid  up-to-date.  In  1927  a  committee  was  appointed  to  consider  making  such 
a  rule,  but  the  kindly  chairman  reported  that  this  committee  "did  not  think  it 
wise  to  take  any  action  at  this  time." 


A  New  Generation 

The  year  1930  was  the  beginning  of  a  new  period,  marked  by  the  addition  of 
people  belonging  to  a  new  generation  with  new  ideas  and  enthusiasm  to  carry 
them  out.  From  1931  to  1961  the  church  had  four  pastors:  T.  G.  Proctor,  J.  H 
Fulghum,  E.  W.  Turner,  and  J.  P.  Davis. 

In  each  pastorate  new  programs  were  undertaken  and  goals  for  attainments 
were  constantly  raised.  For  instance,  in  1930  and  1939  under  Mr.  Waff's  and  Mr. 
Fulghum's  leadership,  additions  were  made  to  the  1917  structure  for  educational 
use.  The  Cooperative  Program  was  included  in  the  budget  beginning  in  1937.  In 
that  same  year  the  first  Vacation  Bible  School  of  this  church  was  held.  Mrs.  W. 
H.  Dodd  donated  a  lot  at  Ridgecrest  Baptist  Assembly  to  the  church;  a  cottage 
was  built  on  it,  and  young  people  began  attending  conferences  there.  Another  lot 
on  Pine  Street  adjacent  to  the  church  property  given  by  Mrs.  Dodd  is  now  paved 
and  used  as  a  parking  lot. 

During  the  pastorate  of  the  Rev.  J.  P.  Davis,  the  longest  stay  of  any  pastor, 
two  educational  units  were  added;  the  sanctuary  was  redecorated  and  carpeted, 
and  the  name  changed  from  Mocksville  Baptist  Church  to  First  Baptist  Church. 
A  mission  was  established  as  Blaise  Baptist  Church  in  1960. 


The  Present 

From  August,  1961,  Dr.  John  Wil- 
liam Angell,  licensed  by  this  church  in 
1939,  and  now  a  professor  at  Wake 
Forest  College,  carried  on  the  work  un- 
til the  present  pastor,  the  Rev.  Fred  D. 
Barnes,  was  called  and  came  to  the 
church  on  March  15,  1962. 

During  this  time  the  congregation 
has  been  actively  working  at  improving 
the  appearance  and  efficiency  of  its 
church.  Indebtedness  on  the  last  educa- 
tional building  and  the  parsonage  was 
paid.  Two  rooms  on  the  second  floor  of 
the  educational  building  to  the  immediate 
rear  of  the  sanctuarv  were  furnished  for 
a  pastor's  study  and  church  office.  Mrs. 
Thomas  I.  Shore  began  work  as  church 
secretary  part-time  on  October  1,  1962. 

With  funds  given  by  her  family,  the 
Leonora  Dodd  Memorial  Library  was 
established  in  a  room  adjoining  the  of- 
fice. Mrs.  Roy  Harris  was  elected  as  the 
first  librarian. 

The    sanctuary    was    re-painted  in- 
side and  outside,  air-conditioned,  and  a 
new    furnace    installed.    Several  halls, 
classrooms  and  floors  were  refinished.  A 
REV.  FRED  D.  BARNES  room  was  provided  for  a  G.A.  assembly 

room.  Walks  and  parking  lots  were  pav- 
ed. A  monthly  "Family  Night"  was  established,  and  kitchen  and  dining  facilities 
were  added  to  take  care  of  this  very  successful  approach.  The  church  broadcast 
its  morning  service  for  the  first  time  the  first  Sunday  in  December,  1962,  over 
WSDC,  Mocksville.  The  church  began  the  publication  of  a  monthly  Newsletter  in 
September,  1963.  The  1963  associationa]  report  records  the  church's  giving  as 
$41,145.00. 

Many  have  given  gladly  of  their  talents,  interest,  time,  and  money  to  this 
church.  However,  we  know  full  well  that  our  work  is  not  finished.  With  a  mind 
for  its  opportunities  and  responsibilities  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Mocksville 
reaches  its  one  hundredth  anniversary  on  the  first  Sunday  in  April,  1964,  hoping 
and  expecting  to  grow  in  usefulness  and  influence,  and  as  a  "city  set  on  a  hill, 
let  its  light  so  shine.  .  ."

PASTORS
